AN ACT to provide for the appointment of a g^ame and fish warden 

and ta prescribe his powers and duties. 

[Act No. 28, Laws of 1887, p. 27, as amended by Act No. 110, Laws of 1898.J 

(1.) Section 1. The People of the State of Michigan 
enactj That it shall be the duty of the Governor to 
appoint some person, a resident of this State, game and 
fish warden. Said warden shall hold his office for four 
years, or until his successor has been appointed and quali- 
fied, unless removed for cause by the Governor; he shall 
receive a salary of twelve hundred dollars per annum, 
payable monthly, and shall also be reimbursed his actual 
expenses xuecessarily incurred by him ^hile engaged in 
the performance of his duties, to be paid on the warrant 
of the Auditor General, monthly, on the approval of his 
vouchers therefor. 

(2.) Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of said game and fish 
warden to seize all nets of illegal mesh found in use in the 
waters of this State, and all nets and other fishing 
apparatus or appliances found in use in violation of the 
laws of this State, and to enforce the statutes of this 
State for the preservation of moose, wapiti, deer, birds 
and fish, and to enforce all other laws of this State for 
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the protection and propagation of birds, game and fish, 
now in force, or hereafter enacted, and to bring or cause 
to be brought, and to prosecute or cause to be pro- 
secuted, actions and proceedings in the name of the 
people of this State to punish any parties for the viola- 
tion of said statutes and laws. Such actions and pro- 
ceedings may be brought in the name of the people in 
the like cases, in the same courts, and under the same 
circumstances as they may now or at any time hereafter 
be brought by any individual or by the prosecuting 
attorneys of the several counties under and by virtue of 
any laws now existing or hereafter enacted 

(3.) Sec. 3. Said warden may make complaint and cause 
proceedings to be commenced against any person for the 
violation of any of the laws for the protection or propaga- 
tion of game or fish without the sanction of the prosecut- 
ing attorney of the county in which such proceedings are 
commenced, and in such case he shall not be obliged to 
furnish security for costs. Said warden may also appear 
for the people in any court of competent jurisdiction in 
any case for violation of any of the laws for the protection 
or propagation of fish or game, and prosecute the same in 
the same manner and with the same authority as the 
prosecuting attorney of the county in which such proceed- 
ings are commenced. Said warden shall have power to 
search any person and examine any boat, conveyance, 
vehicle, fish box, fish basket, game bag or game coat, or 
any other receptacle for game or fish, when he has good 
reason to believe that he will thereby secure evidence of 
the violation of the law; and any hindrance or interfer- 
ence, or attempt at hindrance or interference with such 
search and examination, shall be prima /acie evidence of 
a violation of the law by the party or parties who hinder 
or interfere with, or attempt to hinder or interfere with 
such search and examination. Said game and fish warden 
shall at any and all times seize and take possession of any 
and all birds, animals or fish which have been caught, 
taken or killed at a time, in a manner or for a purpose, or 
had in possession or under control, or have been shipped 
contrary to any of the laws of this State. Such seizure 
may be made without a warrant. Any court having juris- 
diction of the offense, upon receiving proof of probable 
cause for believing in the concealment or any bird, animal 
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or fish caught, taken, killed, had in possession, under con- 
trol, or shipped contrary to any of the laws of this State, 
shall issue a search warrant, and cause a search to be made 
in any place, and to that end may cause any building, 
enclosure, or car to be entered, and any apartment, chest, box, 
locker, crate, basket or package to be broken open and the 
contents thereof examined by said game and fish warden. 
All birds, animate or fish, or nets or fishing appliances or 
apparatus seized by the said game and fish warden shall be 
disposed of in such manner as may be directed by the 
court before whom the oflPense is tried, or by any court of 
competent jurisdiction. Said game and fish warden ehall 
not be liable for damages on account of any search, exam- 
ination or seizure, or the destruction of any nets or fish- 
ing apparatus of any kind, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act. 

(4.) Seo. 4. Said game and fish warden shall have 
the same power to serve criminal process as sheriflFs, 
and shall have the same right as sheriffs to require aid 
in executing such process. Said warden may arrest, 
without warrant, any person caught by him in the act 
of violating any of the aforesaid laws for the protection 
or propagation of birds, game or fish, and take such 
person forthwith before a justice of the peace, or other 
magistrate having jurisdiction, who shall proceed with- 
out delay to hear, try and determine the matter, and the 
same proceedings shall be had as near as may be, as in 
other criminal matters triable before a justice of the 
peace, or other magistrate having jurisdiction. Such 
arrests may be made on Sunday, in \jrhich case the per- 
son arrested shall be taken be^re a justice of the peace, 
or other magistrate having jurisdiction, and proceeded 
against as soon as may be, on a week day following the 
arrest. 

(5.) Sec. 5. Said warden shall, in the month of 
December in each year, file in the office of the Auditor 
General an account in writing, stating the days and 
parts of days spent in the discharge ^of his duty, the 
kind of service rendered and the places where rendered 
and the expenses paid or incurred in the time of the 
discharge of such duties, which account shall be verified 
by the oath of said warden stating that the same is cor- 
rect and true in every particular. 
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(6.) Sec. 6. Said warden shall, at the close of each 
calendar month, file with the Secretary of State a 
report in writing, and in detail, stating the service 
performed by him during the last preceding month, 
including an account of the suits commenced at his 
instance, as herein provided for, the disposition made 
of the same, the result of any brought to trial, and 
the condition of any undisposed of, and any other par- 
ticulars he may think proper, and no payment for ser- 
vices performed or expensed paid by said warden shall 
be made until he shall present to the Auditor General, 
in addition to the usual oath of performance and pay- 
ment, a certificate from the said secretary that he has 
made the report required by this act. The Secretary of 
State shall cause the monthly reports of said warden, or 
so much thereof as may be of interest to the publib, to be 
transmitted annually to the legislature when in session. 

(7.) Seo. 7. The said game and fish warden shall 
have power to appoint deputy game and fish wardens, 
who shall have the same power and authoritv herein 
provided for the game and fish warden himself, subject 
to the supervision and control of and to removal by 
the game and fish warden. Said deputy game and fish 
wardens shall receive three dollars per day for each day 
actually spent ip the discharge of their duties, under the 
direction of the game and fish warden, and their actual 
expenses necessarily incurred when so employed; said 
three dollars per day and expenses to be paid monthly 
on the warrant of the Auditor General, on the approval 
of itemized vouchers therefor, verified under oath and 
certified by the game and fish warden; but the number 
of deputy wardens shall not exceed ten, and the total 
amount certified by the game and fish warden and 
approved by the Auditor General for compensation 
and expenses of deputy wardens in any one year shall 
not exceed the sum of two thousand dollars. Said game 
and fish warden shall also have power to appoint in each 
county not to exceed three residents thereof as county 
game and fish wardens, who shall have the same powers 
in their respective counties as is herein provided for 
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the game and fish warden himself , subject to the super- 
vision and control of and to removal by the game and 
fish warden. The said county game and fish wardens 
may be employed by individuals clubs and corporations 
interested in the enforcement of fish and game laws, 
and shall receive such other compensation as may be 
allowed and provided for by the supervisors of their 
respective counties, except in the county of Wayne, 
where such compensation shall be fixed by the board of 
county auditors. Any person who hinders, obstructs or 
interferes with, or attempts to hinder, obstruct or inter- 
fere with, the said game and fish warden or any dep- 
uty or county warden in the discharge of any of his 
duties, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than ten 
dollars, nor more than fifty dollars, together with costs 
of suit; and in default of payment thereof shall be con- 
fined in the county jail until said fine and "Costs are 
paid : Provided, That said imprisonment shall not exceed 
thirty day&

PEBTAINING TO 



FISH AND THE FISHEEIES. 



AN ACT to protect filsh and to regulate fishing in the waters of 
this State, by providing close seasons for certain kinds of fish/ by 
prohibiting the catching of fish in certain specified ways, by pro- 
hibiting the catching of fish of certain sizes and in certain waters 
and for certain purposes, by prohibiting the obstruction of the 
tree passage of fish, and by prohibiting the sale of certain kinds 
of fish; to protect persons engaged in fish culture, and to repeal 
inconsistent acts. ^ 

[Act No. Ill, Laws of 18S9, as amended by Act No. 168, Laws of 1891.1 

(8.) Section 1. Ttie People of the State of Michigan 
enact, That no person shall catch, or take from any lake, 
river or stream of this State, by any means whatever, 
any speckled tro ut. lfl pf|-) ofik f^d salm on, grayling or Cal- 
if ornia" troui, from tne first aay oi September in eacBT 
yetli7 uulir'the first day of May following thereafter; 
nor shall any person catch or take any muskallonge, or 
any black, strawberry, green or white bass, by any 
means whatever, except by hook and line, from any such 
lake, river or stream, from the first day of March in 

1 The Legislatnxe may protect the free paaaage of migratory fish in their acoas- 
tomed course in streams, it being a public rijsht. State vs. Roberts, 59 N. H., 2A6, 
S. C, 47 Am. Rep., 190. Bj reason of their migratory habits the ownership of fish 
is in the whole people of the State, and no individaal has any property right in 
them. To fish is a pnyilepre accorded by the State, and the question of individaal 
enjoyment is one of public privUege and not of private right.

To 
the same effect are the following cases; Drew vs. HiUaker, 56 Yt., 641. Fuller vs. 
Spear, 10 Me.. 417. Peables vs. fiannaford, 18 Me., 106. People vs. Reed, 47 Barb., 
(N. Y.) 23.^. State vs. Hockett, 29 Ind., 302. State vs. Snover, 42 N. J. L., 341. All 
laws regulating the taking of fish are for the public benefit, to preserve the fiRh. 
Bumham vs. Webster, 5 BiUss., 266. Commonwealth vs. McOurdy, 5 Mass., 324. The 
common law right of fishery in riparian owners has been subject immemorially to 
legislative control. Vinton vs. Welsh, 9 Pick. (Mass.), 87. An act regulating the 
time and manner of taking fish in waters within the territorial limits of the State, 
is within the authority of the State legislature. Dunham vs. Lamphere, 3 Gray, 
(Mass.), 268. Laws regulating fishing are constitutional and are binding on 
riparian owners. Commonwealth vs. Look 106 Mass., 452. 
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each year to the first of July following thereafter.^ It 
shall be lawful for the State board of fish commission- 
ers to give permits in writing to any person to catch or 
take any such fish at such time and in such manner as 
they shall direct, for the purposes of propagation; but 
in case of any prosecutions for a violation of any of 
the provisions* of this section, such permission must be 
shown affirmatively by the defendant.^ 

(9.) Sec. 2. No person shall knowingly purchase, 
buy or sell, or attempt to purchase, buy or sell, any of 
the kinds of fish named in the foregoing section, during 
the respective prohibited periods above named. 

(10.) Seo. 3. It shall not be lawful hereafter at 
any time to kill or destroy, or attempt to kill or des- 
troy any fish in any of the waters of the State of Mich- 
igan by the use or aid of dynamite, herculean or giant 
powder, or any other explosive substance or combina- 
tion of substances, or by the use of Indian cockle, or 
other substance or device which has a tendency, to 
stupefy the fish. 

(11.) Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to take, catch or kill, or attempt to take, 
catch or kill any fish by the use of any kind of spear 
during the months of March, April, May and June of 
each year in any of the waters of this State, except 
Lakes Michigan, Superior, Huron, St. Clair and Erie, 
and in Saginaw Bay: Provided, however, That the 
spearing or catching by dip net, of mullet, grass pike, 
red sides and suckers shall not be unlawful.^ 

(12.) Sec. 5. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to take or catch, or attempt to take or catch, 
any fish at any time with seines, pound nets, gill 
nets or any species of nets, in any' of the waters of 
this State,, except Lakes Michigan, Superior, Huron 
and Erie, and the bays and harbors* connected with

Olair river below the village of Algonac, in St. Olair 
county, or in any of the channels through which the 
said river empties into Lake St. Clair, oi'in any of the 
bays, channels or other waters known as the St. Clair 
Plats, and that part of Lake St. Clair lying north, 
northeast, and east of a line drawn from the south end 
of the United States ship canal at the mouth of the 
south or main ship channel to the mouth of the 
Clinton river: Providedy however y That the use of dip 
nets in catching mullet, red sides, and suckers shall not 
be unlawful: And provided further, That it shall be 
lawful to catch mullet, red sides, sturgeons and suckers 
in that part of the St. Joseph river lying in the county 
of Berrien, with nets, during the months of March and 
April in each year. 

(13.) Sec. 6. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to take, catch or kill, at any time, any 
speckled or brook trout, German trout, California trout, 
land-locked salmon, or grayling, or any black, straw- 
berry, green or white bass, in any manner whatever, 
except by hook or line, in any waters of this State, 
excepting Lakes Superior, Michigan, Huron and Erie, 
and the bays and harbors connected with said lakes, 
and Saginaw Bay. 

(14.) Sec. 7. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to kill or capture, in any manner whatever, 
in any of the waters of this State, or to have in posses- 
sion, any brook trout, speckled trout, California trout, 
land-locked salmon or grayling, of a less size than six 
inches in length. 

(15.) Sec. 8. Hereafter it shall not be lawful for 
any person or persons to take or catch, by any means 
whatsoever, any brook trout, grayling, or California 
trout, from any stream in which brook trout, grayling 
or California trout are not native, and which may have 
been stocked with such fish by the State board of fish 

I A law forbidding the catching of fish by seines, nets or traps in the waters of 
the state, interferes with no constitational rights.

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commissioners, for the period of three years after the 
first planting of any such fish therein. 

(16.) Seo. 9. It shall not be lawful at any time 
hereafter for any person or persons to catch or capture, 
by any means whatever, for the purpose of sale, or to 
ship for the purpose of sale, any brook tro ut or graylij^g 
from any of the inland waters of this State. 

(17.) Sec. 10. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to kill or take speckled trout or other fish 
from any private waters used for the propagation of 
such fish, except by the consent of the proprietor of 
such private waters.^ It shall be the duty of the pro- 
prietors of any such private waters, who are engaged in 
the propagation of fish as contemplated by this section, 
to post, or cause to be posted, in a conspicuous man- 
ner, public notices, painted on boards in large and plain 
letters, that the owner, naming him, is engaged in such 
business, and warning all persons from killing or taking 
any fish in the waters named in such notices. 

(18.) Sec. 11. It shall 'be unlawful, at anytime here- 
after, to take, catch or kill or destroy, or attempt to 
take, catch or kill or destroy, any minnows or small 
fry fish in any of the waters of this State, for other 
purposes than for fish bait. 

(19.) Sec. 12. It shall not be lawful hereafter for 
any person to fiBh with any species of seines or nets 
within a radius of one hundred feet of or from any 
fish shute or ladder, [or] dam to which a fish shute or 
ladder is attached,, nor to hinder or frighten fish from a 
free passage up or down a fish shute or ladder. 

(20.) Sec. 13. It shall not be lawful for any person 
or persons to place a weir dam, fish-weir, weir net or 
other device across any race, stream, lake or river of 
this State, in such a manner as to obstruct the free 
passage of fish up and down the same; and any person 
violating this section shall, in addition to the penalty 

1 Within the meaning of the fish laws, a priyate pond is one where the whole 
stream or pond has a common owner and is so far isolated from other waters as to 
confine therein the fish with which it is stocked. See Reynolds ys. Commonwealth. 
98 Pa. St., 458. One may own all the land sarronnding a bod^ of water, yet if it be 
a natural body of water and have an oatiet communicating with pubUc waters and 
allowing the passage of fish, the owner is liable for taking fish therefrom, oat of 
the season prescribed by statute.

thereby, to remove the same; said penalty or penalties 
to be recovered before any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion iu the township or county where such offense shall 
have been committed; and in default of payment thereof, 
shall be confined in the county jail until such fine and 
costs shall be paid; but such confinement shall not 
exceed thirty days. 

(21.) Sec. 14. v Any person who shall be found guilty 
of a violation of any provision contained in the fore- 
going act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than five dollars 
and not more than one hundred dollars, and the costs 
of prosecution, and in default of payment thereof shall 
be confined in the county jail until such fine and costs 
shall be paid; but such confinement shall not exceed 
thirty day^. 

(22.) Sbo. 15. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
with any of the provisions contained in the foregoing 
act, except special acts applying to inland lakes in cer- 
tain counties in this State, are hereby repealed. 

This act is ordered to take immediate effect. 

Approved May 24, 1889. 



AN ACT to make possession of game or fish out of season prima 
facie evidence of the violation of the laws protecting the same. 

[Act No. 68, Laws of 1887, p. 72.] 

(23.) Section 1. The People of the State of Michi- 
gan enact. That in all prosecutions for the violation of 
any of the laws for the protection and preservation of 
game and fish, proof of the possession of any such game 
or fish, or of the skin, carcass or any portion of the 
skin or carcass of such game or fish, at any time when 
the killing, taking or having in possession any of such 
game or fish is by law prohibited, shall be prima facie 
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evidence of a violation of the law by the person or per- 
sons in whose possession the same shall have been 
fonnd.^ 

This act is ordered to take immediate effect. 
, Approved April 14, 1887. 



AN ACT to protect fish and regulate fishing in the waters of this 
State by prohibiting the use of seines, pound nets, gill nets and 
other fixed or set nets with meshes below certain sizes, and regu- 
lating the use of such nets and to repeal inconsistent acts. 

[Act No. 189, Laws of 1889.] 

(24) Section 1. The People of the State of Mich- 
igan enact, That the meshes of the parts of pound or 
trap nets, commonly called the lead, the funnel and the 
heart shall not be less than five inches in extension and 
the meshes of the parts of said nets cotnmonly called 
the pot, crib or pocket (being that part in which the 
fish are finally captured), shall not be less than three 
and one-half inches in extension. No pound, trap or 
other fixed or set net of whatever name or description 
shall be used in any waters of this State, the meshes of 
which are less in size than permitted by this section: 
Provided, That pound nets with pots, ^ribs or pockets 
of not less than two and one-half inch mesh, extension, 
may be used for taking perch, herring and pickerel in 
the waters of this State, but this exception shall not be 
construed to permit the capture of other fish in any 
such nets; and in any prosecution under this section 
the burden of proving that the acts of the defendant 
come within this exception is hereby cast upon the 
defendant: And provided further, That the provisions 
of this act shall not apply to the inland lakes and rivers 
of this State. But this exemption of the inland rivers 
shall not be construed to exempt the rivers connecting 
the great lakes. 

(2S.) Sec. 2. The meshes of gill nets shall not be 
less than four and one-quarter inches in extension. No 
gill net shall be used in the waters of this State the

mesh of which is less than provided in this section. 
The measurement of mesh referred to in this act shall 
be construed to refer to the size as manufactured:

fined in the county jail until such fine and costs shall 
have been paid, but such confinement shall not exceed 
thirty days.

lakes of this State. 

[Act No. 159, Laws of 1891, as amended by Act No. 186, Laws of 1898.] 

(30.) Section 1. The People of the ^tate of Michi- 
gan enact, That it shall not be lawful for any person to 
take, catch or kill, or attempt to take, catch or kill, any 
fish in any of the inland lakes and streams in this State 



1. It will be seen that the words "and streams" in the last line on this page 
constitute a provision not expressed in the title of the act, contrary to Art. IV, 
Sec. 20, Constitution of Micnigan. This is a mistake in Act 186, of 1898, which 
amended this first section without amending the title to correspond, The 
courts will undoubtedly hold that this act can only be used in regard to fishing 
in inland lakes, sections (11) and (12) governing streams where there is no local 
act. 
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with any kind of spear or grap hook, or by the use of jacks 
or artificial light of any kind, or by the use of set lines, 
or night lines, said set lines or night lines within the 
meaning of this act, shall be deemed to be a continuous 
line anchored at either end, to which shorter lines with 
hooks are attached,^ or any kind of net, or any kind of fire- 
arms or explosives, or other device except the hook and 
line: Provided, however^ That the taking, catching or 
killing, or attempting to take, catch or kill, of mullet, grass 
pike (commonly called pickerel), red sides and suckers by 
means of spear or grap hook, or by the use of jacks or 
artificial lights during any season of the year in the 
waters of Big and Little Clam lakes in the county of Wex- 
ford, shall not be unlawful.

(40.) §2150. Sec. 2. The People of the State of 
Michigan enact, That there shall be erected and main- 
tained in each dam now existing or which may here- 
after be constructed across any [stream or] river in 
this State, sufficient and permanent shutes or fish lad- 
ders to admit of the free and uninterrupted passage of 
fish over such dam or dams during the months of 
March, April, May and June in each and every year. 
Such shutes or fish ladders shall be put in or provided 
for such dam or dams in such manner as shall be pre- 
scribed by the board of fish commissioners of this State.

The People of the State of Michigan 
enact, That it shall not be lawful for any person to take, 
catch or kill any fish in the Raisin river of this State with 
spear, net, grap hook, or by the use of jacks or artificial 
light, or any kind of firearms or explosive material, set 
lines or other device, except the hook and line: Provided, 
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That the board of supervisors for Monroe, "Washtenaw and 
Lenawee counties where said river is in part situated, 
by a two-thirds vote of all the members elect of said board 
or boards may suspend in part or in whole, and for such 
period as they may determine, the operation of this act 
for these respective counties, within the limits of said 
counties. 

(70.) Sec. 2. Any person violating any of the provis- 
ions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not to exceed 
twenty-five dollars and costs of prosecution, or imprison- 
ment in the county jail not to exceed thirty days. 

(71.) Sec. 3. In all prosecutions under this act it shall '

The People of the State of Mich- 
igan enact, That it shall not be lawful for any person 
or persons to take, catch or kill any fish in the Maple 
river and streams tributary thereto in this State with a 
spear, net, grap hook or by the use of jacks or artificial 
lights or any kind of firearms or explosive material, set 
lines or other device except hook and line. 

Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not 
to exceed twenty-five dollars arid costs of prosecution, 
or imprisonment in the county jail not to exceed thirty 
days.

(76.) Section 1. The People of the State of Michi- 
gan enact. That it shall be unlawful to catch, kill or 
destroy any fish with seines or any species of continuous 
nets, or with any form of spears or grap-hooks, or with 
any description of firearms, or by dynamite or any other 
explosives, in any of the lakes and streams of the 
county of St Joseph, in the State of Michigan, for the 
period of four years from and after the passage of this 
act: Provided, It shall be lawful to catch minnows 
with small nets for bait: Provided, also, It shall be 
lawful to catch fish with a hook and line: And provided 
further, That suckers may be taken from the lakes of 
said St. Joseph county during the months of April and 
May in each year by means of a device called a " rake." 

(77.) Sec. 2. Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof, before any court 
of competent jurisdistion, be liable to a fine of not over 
one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the county 
jail not more than sixty [days] day, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court.

in any of the branches of said streams, as to prevent 
the free passage of fish up or down the channel of said

That hereafter it shall not be lawful for any person 
to spear any fish in any lake, river, pond, creek or other 
waters within the county of Newaygo, in the State of 
Michigan. 

Any person violating any of the provis- 
ions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof, before a court of competent 
jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
one hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the county jail 
for a period not exceeding ninety days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 

This act is ordered to take immediate effect.

AN ACT to prohibit catching or taking small-mouth black bass 
in Walloon lake, situate in the counties of Charlevoix and 
Emmet. 

[Act No. 32, Laws of 1898.] 

(99.) Section 1. The People of the State of Michi- 
gan enact, That it shall not be lawful to take or catch, 
by any means whatsoever, small-mouth black bass in 
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Walloon lake (or Bear lake so-called), from the fifteenth 
day of April in each, year to the twelfth day of July 
next succeeding. 

(100.) Sec. 2. Any person violating section one of 
this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be liable to a fine not to 
exceed fiftv dollars and costs of suit, or to imprison- 
ment in the county jail not to exceed thirty days, in 
the discretion of the court. 

This act is ordered to take effect thirty days after 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to protect the fish in Saginaw river and its tributaries. 

LAct No. 31, Laws of 1898.1 

(101.) Section 1. The People of the State of Mich- 
igan enacts That hereafter it shall not be lawful to 
use any pound, trap, stake,, gill or set nets or seines 
or like device of any kind for taking fish in the 
waters of the Saginaw river and its tributaries or in 
any of the booms, creeks or bayous adjacent thereto 
or connected therewith, nor in Saginaw bay^ nor 
within one mile from Dummy Eange light (so-called), 
nor within one mile of the mouth of Saginaw river 
where it empties into Saginaw bay within the limits of 
Saginaw and Bay counties, from the first day of April 
to the first day of November in each year; and it shall 
also be unlawful for any person or persons, firm or cor- 
poration, to purchase or sell or oflPer for sale or make 
use of any perch of a less weight than four ounces, or 
any suckers or mullets of a less weight than twelve 
ounces, and it shall be the daty of any person who 
shall take any perch, suckers or mullets of a less weight 
than herein prescribed to replace the same alive and 
without injury into the waters from which the same 
were taken. 

1 It will be noticed that the title of this act refers only to the Saginaw river and 
tribntariee, while the act itself forbids the use of nets in Saerinaw Bay. See Art. 
iv, Sec. 20, constitution of Michigan. 
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(102.) Sec. 2. Any person who shall be found guilty 
of a violation of any of the provisions of this act shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than ten dollars nor 
more than fifty dollars, together with the costs of 
prosecution, ana in default thereof shall be confined 
in the county jail until such fine and costs shall have 
been paid, but such confinement shall not exceed thirty 
days.

other device or means, except by hook and line, fish used or that 
may be used as bait; and to prescribe penalties for the violation of 
this act. 

[Act No. 37, Laws of 1893.] 

(103.) Section 1. The People of the State of Michigan 
enacts That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to 
take or catch,* or to attempt to take or catch by seines, 
drag, pound or gill net, or by any other device or means 
except by hook and line, any species of fish used or ^ 
that may be used for bait in any of the rivers and 
inland waters of either Macomb, St. Clair, Lapeer or 
Oakland counties, excepting the river and Lake St. Clair. 

( 104. ) Sec. 2. Any person or persons violating the pro- 
visions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction before any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, shall be fined a sum of not less in 
amount than fifty dollars, nor more than one hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment in the jail of the county in 
which such violation shall occur, for a term not exceed- 
ing ninety days, nor less than twenty days, or by both 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court.

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AN ACT to provide for the erection and maintenance of shutes or 
ladders, for the passage of ^tish through dams across the Muskegon 
river and its tributaries, Clinton river and its tributaries in 
Macomb county and the Black river in Sanilac and Huron counties, 
and to provide a penalty for violation of the provisions of this act. 

[Act No, 166, Laws of 1893.1 

(105.) Section 1. The People of the State of Mich- 
igan enact. That there shall be constructed and main- 
tained in each dam now existing, or which may here- 
after be constructed, across the Muskegon river or its 
tributaries, the Clinton river >and its tributaries in 
Macomb county, and the Black river in Sanilac and 
Huron counties, in this State, suflBicient and permanent 
fish shutes or fish ladders, to admit of the free and 
uninterrupted passage of fish, over or through such 
dam or dams during the months of March, April, May 
and June in each and every year; such shutes or fish 
ladders shall be put in, or provided for such dam or 
dams in such manner as shall be prescribed by the 
board of fish commissioners of this State. 

(106.) Sec. 2. In respect to the construction and 
maintenance of fish shutes or fish ladders in or through 
any dam or dams across the said Muskegon river or its 
tributaries owned by any firm, corporation, company, 
person or persons, the duties and liabilities imposed by 
this act shall devolve and be imposed upon the presi- 
dent, secretary, or agent of such firm, corporation, com- 
pany, person or persons. The game and fish warden of 
this state is hereby made inspector of dams across the 
Muskegon river and its tributaries, and it shall be his 
duty to prosecute in the name of the people, with the 
aid of the prosecuting attorney of any county, in all 
cases where the provisions of this law are not com- 
plied with: Provided, further, That the provisions of 
this act shall not apply to Muskegon county. 

(107.) Sec. 8. If the owner or occupant, or any firm, 
corporation, company, person or persons using or enjoy- 
ing the use of any dam or dams across the said Mus- 
kegon river or its tributaries, which is now built or 
which may be built hereafter, shall fail to comply with 
all the provisions of this act with respect to construc- 
tion and maintenance in good repair of such shutes or 
fish ladders in any such dam or dams, after being noti- 
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fied in writing by the said game and fish warden to 
construct the same, he or they shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and for each and every thirty days 
that such owner or occupant shall neglect or refuse to 
comply with all the provisions applicable to him or 
them, he or they shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and shall be punished by a fine not to exceed 
one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail 
not exceeding ninety days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the court. In case 
the owner or occupant of any dam shall fail to con- 
struct a shiite or fish ladder as provided in this act, 
then and in such case on the petition of fifty free- 
holders of any county through which the said Muskegon 
river or its tributaries flow, across which such dam or 
dams may be constructed, the game and fish warden 
shall cause to be constructed a suitable shute or fish 
ladder, as provided for by section one of this act, at 
such place in the dam as will cause least injury to the 
water power, and the expense of the construction of 
such shute or fish ladder shall be certified by the State 
game and fish warden and audited by the board of 
supervisors of the county in which said services were 
rendered, and be paid out of any money belonging to 
the general fund of the county not otherwise 
appropriated. 

(108.) Sec. 4. The board of supervisors of any 
county upon auditing and allowing such expense shalU 
by resolution, order the supervisor of the township or 
ward in which such dam or dams are situated to spread 
the same upon the tax roll of said township or ward 
assessed against the property to which said dam or 
dams are appurtenant and the owner or owners thereof/ 
to be collected in the same manner as other township 
taxes, and to be paid over to the county treasurer, or 
returned as delinquent, as the case with other county 
taxes levied upon lands within said township. This 
act, however, shall not apply to brooks [or] creeks in 
Newaygo county. 

In no case shall the owner of the dam in the county 
in which it is situated be required to pay more than 
fifty dollars for the building of a shute. 

Sec. 5. That all acts or parts of acts contravening 
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the provisions of this act be and the same are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to enoourage the propagation and culture of whitefish and 
the protection of whitefish fry in South Manistique lake in the 
county of Mackinaw, in this State, by granting certain privileges 
to owners and lessees of all the lands bordering upon such lake, 
and shall annually for a specified time deposit in such lake certain 
quantities of whitefish fry, and to repeal all acts and parts of acts 
so far as they are inconsistent with the provisions of this act, and to 
provide a penalty for the violation of this act. 

LAct No. 84, Laws of 1883.] 

(109.) Section 1. The People of the State of Mich- 
igan enacty That any person, persons or corporation 
who own or lease all the lands bordering upon South 
Manistique lake, in Mackinac county, in this State, and 
who shall d^eposit in said lake annually for five years 
from the time this act shall take eflFect two million 
whitefish fry shall have the exclusive right on comply- 
ing with all the provisions of this act to fish in said 
lake in any manner they shall see fit with nets or seines of 
legal size of mesh, and they may use seines of any size 
mesh for the purpose of catching and removing from 
said lake any fish which are destructive of the eggs or 
fry of whitefish, and they shall have the exclusive 
privilege within the terms provided in this act of catch- 
ing at any time and in any manner except with nets of 
unlawful mesh the whitefish in said lake and to sell the 
same at any season of the year. 

(110.) Sec. 2. The whitefish fry mentioned in this 
section shall be deposited in this lake at the proper 
time in the spring of each year, and the person, persons 
or corporation so controlling said lake shall, furnish 
annually due proof of the fact of the deposit of said 
two million whitefish fry, and the authority herein given 
to fish shall not commence in any year until due and 
satisfactory proof is furnished to the State Board of 
Fish Commissioners of the deposit of said whitefish fry in 
the manner provided in this act, and the authority 
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herein giveii to fish shall cease after one year from date 
of filing the last preceding proof of depositing such 
whitefish fry, and such person, persons or corporation 
shall not be authorized to fish in said lake except to 
take therefrom fish that may be destructive of eggs or 
fry of whitefish until they have deposited the two 
million whitefish fry provided for the next succeeding 
year, [fhis provision shall apply to each of the five 
years provided for in this act. 

(111.) Sec. 3. Any person, persons or corporation 
who own or lease all of the land bordering upon said 
lake described in the first section of this act, and who 
shall have complied with the provisions of this act in 
depositing white fish fry shall have the right at any 
time after they have made their first deposit of such fry 
to erect and maintain upon or at the source of any river, 
stream or creek leading in or out of such lake, such 
dam or dams as they may deem necessary to prevent 
any fish which are destructive of the eggs or fry of 
white fish from entering such lake: Provided, however, 
That such dam or dams shall not be so constructed as 
to back the water in such streams or raise the water in 
said lake above the high water mark. 

(112.) Sec. 4. It shall not be lawful for any person 
other than the owners or lessees mentioned in this act, or 
their agents or servants, to fish in such lake except 
with hook and line, and it shall not be lawful for the 
person, persons or corporations, owners or lessees to 
take any fish out of said lake except with hook and 
line in violation of any of the provisions of this act. 
Any person violating any of the provisions of this act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars or imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding ninety days, or both such fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion of the court.

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AN ACT to establish a State Board of Fish Commissioners, and to 
repeal act number one hundred twenty-four, session laws of eight- 
een hundred seventy-three, act number seventy-one, session laws 
of eighteen hundred seventy-five, and act number three, session 
laws of eighteen hundred eighty-two. 

[Act No. 68, Public Acts of 1885, pp. 62-64.] 

(113.) Section 1. The People of the State of 

Michigan enact, That it shall be the duty of the Gov- 
ernor, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
to appoint three persons, residents of this State, who 
shall constitute a board of Fish Commissioners. The 
persons so appointed shall hold office each for the term 
of six years, the terms of office of the several persons 
now composing said board to continue for the time for 
which they were appointed, or until their respective 
successors are appointed, confirmed and qualified. The 
Board of Fish Commissioners, as at present organized 
and constituted by law, and their successors in office, 
appointed hereunder, or under any act of the Legisla- 
ture of this State which may hereafter become a law, 
shall constitute a body corporate by and with the name 
and title of the " State Board of Fish Commissioners," 
with the right, as such corporation, of contracting, suing 
and being sued, of making and using a common seal, 
taking conveyances and leases of lands and tenements, 
and holding and disposing of the same, in the said cor-

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porate name, and of owning, using, and disposing of 
personal property, for the uses of said board in carrying 
but the objects of their organization and appointment^ 
as the same are herein or may by law hereafter be 
declared. Any vacancies occurring in the membership of 
said board to be filled by the Governor; appointments 
to fill vacancies to be submitted to the Senate for con- 
firmation at its next regular session, if extending beyond 
a session of the legislature. 

(114) Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the 

said board of commissioners to select suitable locations 
within this State, whereon to establish and maintain 
fish-breeding establishments for the propagation and 
cultivation of white fish, and such other kinds of food 
fishes as they may direct, for the purpose of stocking 
with such fish, and replenishing the supply of the same, 
in such of the inland and bordering waters of this State, 
as they may know, or have reason to believe are suitable 
for the kinds of fish they may select. All property 
owned or leased by the commissioners shall be exempt 
from taxation so long as held and used for State pur> 
poses under this act. Said board, of commissioners 
shall employ a competent person as superintendent of 
fisheries, whose duty it shall be to devote his entire 
time to gathering ova, hatching and planting, or dis- 
tributing fish, and superintending generally the practical 
operations of the work, under the direction of the 
board of commissioners.^ They may also employ such 
other assistance as the exigencies of the work may 
require. All persons employed by the board shall be 
governed by the regulations it may adopt for that pur- 
pose. The salary of the superintendent not to exceed 
twelve hundred dollars per annum.

shall cause to be kept proper books of accounts and 
records of their own transactions, and also of all opera- 
tions and experiments in the discharge of the duties 
aforesaid, and shall report biennially to the Governor 
upon their operations and the practical results and suc- 
cess of the same.

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time, for the purposes connected with the fish culture 
or with scientific observation. And they shall further 
discharge any duties required of them by law relating to 
the fiishing interests or the enforcement of laws relating 
to the protection of fish and fisheries in this State. Said 
board may receive from the State Treasurer out of the 
appropriations made therefor all the expenses actually 
disbursed by them while in the discharge of the duties 
required of them by law. 

(117.) Sec. 5. Appropriations for the neces- 
sary expenses of the work of said board shall be paid to 
them by the State Treasurer on the warrants of the 
Auditor General, from time to time, as their vouchers 
for the same are exhibited and approved. The unex-

The People of the State of Mich- 
igan enact, No person or persons shall pursue, hunt or 
kill any deer in this State save only from the fifth day 
of November^ to the twenty-fifth day of November in 
each year: Provided, That in the Upper Peninsula 
deer may be killed between the twenty-fifth day of 
September and the twenty-fifth day of October'^ [only] 
in each year. 

( 122.) Sec. 2. No person or persons shall pursue, 
hunt, or kill at any time, any deer when it is in its 
red coat, or any fawn when it is in its spotted coat, or 
have in his possession the skin of such deer or fawn in 
the red or spotted coat, and the having in his possession 
the skin of such deer or fawn shall be prima facie 
evidence of such illegal killing.

the sole purpose of domestication or for scientific or breed- 
ing purposes, and possession and transportation alive of 
such wild fowl, so taken on one's own premises, may be 
had for any such purpose: Provided, That in any prose- 
cution for violation of any of the provisions of this act, 
the person claiming the benefit of this section shall prove

AN ACT providing for the protection of Antwerp or homing- 
pigeons. 

[Act No. 106, Laws of 189S.] 

( 146. ) Section 1. The People of the State of Mich-- 
igan enact, That on and after the passage of this act it 
shall be unlawful for any person or persons to willfully 
shoot, maim or kill any Antwerp or homing pigeon, 
either in flight or at rest, and any person ^ilty of 
willfully killing, shooting or maiming such pigeon or 
pigeon as aforesaid, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall for every such offense 
pay a fine of not less than ten nor more than twenty- 
five dollars, or be punished by imprisonment in the 
county jail not to exceed ninety days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 

( 147. ) Sec. 2. That it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to detain or entrap any Antwerp or 
homing pigeon: Provided, however, That such Antwerp 
or homing pigeon shall have the name of its owner 
stamped on its wing or tail or which may be identified 
by any device or mark, and any person or persons so 
detaining such pigeon or pigeons shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof before 
any justice of the peace or other court of competent 
jurisdiction shall for every offense pay a fine of not 
less than ten or more than twenty-five dollars, or be 
punished by imprisonment in the county jail not exceed- 
ing ninety days, or by both such fine and imprisonment 
at the discretion of the court.

fifteenth day of December, inclusive, in each year. 

No person, firm or corporation shall 
for a period of ten years from and after the passage of 
this act sell, or attempt to sell, or expose for sale, or 
ship or transport out of this State, or attempt to ship 
or transport outside of this State, or have in possession for

(150.) Seo. 3. Any person or persons violating the 
provisions of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine

AN ACT to regulate the possession, use, transportation and sale of 

fish and game. 

[ Act 196, Laws of 1893. ] 

( 151.) Section 1. The People of the State of Michi- 
gan enact^ That no person shall at any time or in any man- 
ner acquire any property in, or subject to his dominion 
or control, any of the birds, game or fish, the killing, 
taking, or having in possession of which is at any time 
or at all times prohibited by any of the laws of this 
State, but they shall always and under all circumstances 
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and conditions be and remain the sole property of the 
State.* By killing, catching or taking the same, however, 
in the manner and for the purposes authorized by law, 
and during the periods when their killing is not prohi- 
bited by law, the same may be used at the time, in the 
manner, and for the purposes expressly authorized by 
law, but not otherwise. 

( 152.) Sec. 2. No person, company or corporation 
shall at any time catch, take or kill, or have in posses- 
sion of, or under control, any of the birds, game or fish 
of this State, the killing of which is at any time, or at 
all times, prohibited by law, with intent to ship the 
same beyond the limits of this State, or with intent to 
allow or aid in their shipment out of this State, or shall 
ship or intentionally allow or aid in their shipment 
out of this State -? Provided^ however y That fish taken 
or caught in Lakes Michigan, Superior, Huron and Erie, 
and the bays and harbors connected with said lakes, and 
the Sault Ste. Marie, St. Clair, Saginaw and Detroit 
rivers, may be sold, transported, and shipped out of this 
State. 

( 153.) Seo. 3. No person shall at any time have 
in possession or under control any bird, game or fish 
caught, taken or killed outside of this State, which was 
caught, taken or killed at a time, in a manner or for a 
purpose forbidden by the laws of the State, territory or 
country where the same was caught, taken or killed, or 
which was shipped out of said State, territory or country 
in violation of the laws thereof. 

(154.) Sec. 4. The possession or having under con- 
trol of any kind of bird, game or fish, the killing of 
which is at any time or all times prohibited by the 
laws of this State, shall be prima fade evidence that it 
was killed in this State, to disprove which it shall be 
necessary to show by the testimony of the party who

this State:* Provided, however, That nothing in this act 
shall prevent the taking or catching alive of birds, game 
or fish for domestication or propagation or breeding pur- 
poses. 

(156.) Sec. 6. Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than ten dollars and not more than fifty 
dollars, and the costs of prosecution, and in default ol 
payment thereof shall be confined in the county jail until 
such fine and costs shall be pa\d; but such confinement 
shall not exceed thirty days.

(160.) Section 1. The People of the State of Mich- 
iyan enact, That no person or persons shall hunt, capture, 
worry, wound or kill, or attempt to hunt, capture, worry, 
wound or kill, any deer in the counties of Lapeer, Huron, 
Sanilac, Tuscola, Macomb and St. Clair until after the first 
day of January, A. D., nineteen hundred and three, and 
then only during such period as the general game law of 
this State may permit.

The People of the Slate of Mich- 
igan enact, That no person or persons shall pursue or hunt 
or kill, by any means whatsoever, any elk or deer on the 
island of Bois Blanc, in Lake Huron, until the first day of 
November, A. D. 1899.' 
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(164.) Sec. 2. Any person or persons violating the 
provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof, shall be punished by 
imprisonment in the county jail not more than ninety days 
or by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars, or both 
such imprisonment and fine in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts, inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 



AN ACT to set apart certain swamp lands in Wild Fowl bay in 
township sixteen north, range nine east, in the county of Huron in 
this State, for public shooting grounds. 

I Act No. 66, LawB of 1891..] 

(165.) Section 1. The People of the State of Mich- 
igan enact, That all of the lands belonging to the State of 
Michigan and being in township sixteen north, range nine 
east, in Wild Fowl bay, in the county of fiuron, in this 
State, commonly known as the " middle ground," lying 
between [Maisou] Maison island, in Saginaw bay, and the 
main land, shall be and is hereby set apart and dedicated 
for a public shooting or hunting ground for the benefit 
and enjoyment of the people of this State. 

(166.) Sec. 2. All persons who now have or shall 
hereafter locate upon or occupy any part of such lands 
except as herein provided shall be ponsidered trespassers 
and may be prosecuted as trespassers upon the public 
lands in the manner now provided by law. 

Q67.) Sec. 8. It shall be lawful for any and all per- 
sons to go upon any parts of said lands at any and all times 
permitted by the game laws of this State for the purpose 
of hunting or shooting wild fowl or game thereon; but no 
person or persons shall hunt or shoot wild fowl or game on 
said lands or any part thereof at any season or time or 
manner not permitted by the game laws of this State, and 
any person violating any game laws of this State by hunt- 
ing wild fowl or game on any of said lands shall be pun- 
islaed as provided by law. 

( 168.) Sec. 4. Said public shooting grounds shall be 
under the control of the commissipner of the land office 
of this State and it shall be his duty to make such rules 
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and regulations as he may deem necessary or proper for 
the management and regulation of the same and to see 
that the same^ are obeyed, and he shall furnish to any 
and all persons, on request, copies of such rules and 
regulations. 

Ordered to take immediate effect. 

Approved May 8, 1891. 



AN ACT to prevent the killing of deer in the counties of Allegan 
and Van Buren for a period of three years. 

[Act No. 40, Laws of 1801.] 

( 169.) Section 1. The People of the State of Mich- 
igan enact, That any person or persons who shall kill 
any deer within the counties of Allegan or Van Buren 
for a period of three years shall be punished as pro- 
vided by section two of this act. 

( 170. ) Sec. 2. Any person or persons who shall kill 
any deer within the counties of Allegan and^ Van Buren 
for a period of three years shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be punished by a fine of twenty-five dollars and costs, 
or thirty days imprisonment in the county jail, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment at the discretion of 
the court.

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ACTS SUPERSEDED AND REPEALED, IMPORTANT 

CHANGES, LEGAL CONSTRUCTIONS, 

EXPLANATIONS, ETC. 



( 171. ) In this compilation, the local fish laws pro- 
hibiting fishing in certain inland lakes in any manner 
except with hook and line, which acts were superseded 
by the general law of 1891 ( compiler's section 30 ) are 
omitted. Included in them are Act No. 35, of 1891, re- 
lating to certain lakes in Cass, Van Buren, Berrien and 
Calhoun ; Act No. 382, of 1879, relating to Goguac Lake ; 
Act No. 32l>, of 1885, relating to Gun Lake, and Act 
No. 76, of 1887, relating to Pine Lake. Acts No. 450, 
of 1871, and 318, of 1877, amended by Act No. 2, of 
1891, is also superseded, the only section in force having 
been repealed by Act No. 30, laws of 1893. Local act 
No. 287, of 1885, has never been included in the compila- 
tion of fish and game laws. It really should be, as it has 
never been repealed, and it forbids all fishing with any 
kind of net whatever in Black river and Black lake, Ottawa 
county, and streams tributary to said lake, and also in 
Kalamazoo river and Kalamazoo lake. 
u^(172.) It will be noticed that the only general game 
and fish laws passed by the legislature of 1893 were the 
acts enlarging the powers and duties of the Game and 
Fish Warden, (2), (3), and (7), regulating the posses- 
sion, use, transportation and sale of fish and game, 
(151) to (157), and protecting Mongolian and English 
pheasants, (148) to (150), and Anthwerp or homing 
pigeons (14d) and (147). The first mentioned is a most 
important change. It makes it much more dangerous, to 
violate the fish and game laws, and by making punishment 
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more certain will deter men from violations, and thus 
better preserve the equal rights of all citizens. Some 
of the powers given to game and fish wardens, particu- 
larly the right to arrest without warrant and of forcible 
search and seizure, are extraordinary powers, and if 
abused might be a source of great annoyance to law- 
abiding citizens. They are intended, however, to be 
used only in case of a certainty of a violation of law, 
in cases where the exercise of such authority is neces- 
sary to its enforcement. All who respect the law them-* 
selves are expected to assist the wardens in their oner- 
ous and unpleasant duties by yielding cheerful compli- 
ance with any reasonable request; but any innocent per- 
sons who are subject to any unnecessary or unwarranted 
annoyances on the part of over-zealous subordinates, 
should report the circumstances to the State Game and 
Fish Wanien. The act regulating the use, possession, 
transx)ortation and sale of fish and game is another very 
important change. It corrects the mistake made by the 
legislature of 1889, in unintentionally repealing the law 
prohibiting shipment of game outside of the State. It is 
also intended to prevent the sale of all kinds of protected 
game during the close season, and as the objections upon 
which the O'Neil case was decided do not apply to this 
act, it is believed that the courts will sustain it in this 
State, as they have in several others. 

( 173.) It is unfortunate that the wording of the 
various acts fixing open and close seasons is not uni- 
form, as misunderstanding is sure to arise from the 
different language used. When the word, "inclusive" 
is used, both the first and the last day mentioned are 
included in the open or closed season thereby estab- 
lished. When the word " between " is used, both the 
first and last day mentioned are excluded from the open 
or closed season; for instance (121) in the upper penin- 
sula deer should not be killed September twenty-fifth nor 
on October twenty-fifth. The words "to," "till" or 
" until," when used in this connection, are inclusive, and 
the day referred to is included in the open or closed 
season which the law establishes;^ for instance (129) 
woodcock may b« killed December fifteenth. But the 
word "from" is a term of exclusion, and unless the

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word " inclusive " is also used, the word " from " excludes 
the day mentioned from the season which is thereby 
fixed ;^ for instance (121) deer should not be killed Novem- 
ber fifth, the open season in the lower x)eninsula being 
" from the fifth day of iNovember," etc., while speckled 
trout may be taken on the first day of September, the 
closed season being " from the first day of September," 
etc. This has not been the construction in the past, 
although it is evidently the law, and is sustained by th^ 
official opinion of the Attorney General. But when the 
intent of the lawmakers is plain, the present game 
warden, having called the matter to the attention of the 
last legislature, and no changes having been made, has 
decided not to prosecute for a violation of the letter of the 
law, where the general meaning of the law is complied 
with. In other words if there is any prosecution for 
catching trout May 1st, or killing ducks September 1st, or 
deer November 5th, it will not be by order of the State 
Game Warden or his assistants. • 

( 174.) Considerable doubt has been expressed as to 
whether navigable lakes, such as Black lake, Ottawa 
county, Muskegon lake, Muskegon county, and Pine lake, 
Charlevoix county, connecting with the great lakes, come 
under the law governing inland lakes, or are subject to 
the laws regulating fishing in the great lakes. There is 
no question but that they are inland lakes, within the 
meaning of the law,^ and the fact that they are subject 
to the maritime jurisdiction of the United States does 
not preclude the State from regulating the manner of 
fishing in such waters, nor officers from enforcing such 
laws. 

(17e5.) There has been some question as to how far up 
the mouths of navigable rivers nets may be used under 
section (12) relative to harbors. In some places the rule 
has been to consider any portion within the city or village 
corporation as being in the " harbor," the reason given 
being the "harbor-master's" authority. This is clearly 
wrong, as it is held in People vs. Kirsh, 67 Mich., p. 539, 
that cities and villages cannot establish the limits of the 
"harbor," but that the word must be construed in its 
ordinary sense; and the court seems to hold that only so 
much of a river as it is customary for vessels to sail up,

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without towing, can be considered a "harbor," in the 
meaning of the law. It will be well to be conservative in 
cases of this kind, however, and abuses of the harbor privil- 
eges may be prevented under section (41), providing that 
the main channel, and at least one-third of the whole 
breadth of the river, must be left unobstructed, unless the 
courts should hold that section invalid because not covered 
by the title of the act. 

(176.) The proviso in section (24) allowing smaller 
mesh pound nets', and in section (25) allowing smaller 
mesh gill nets, makes the enforcement of the law relating 
to fishing in the great lakes, a difficult and delicate matter. 
It is probable that the taking in a small mesh net of a sin- 
gle fish, other than those expressly mentioned, would sub- 
ject the owner or user of the net to the penalty of the law; 
and where there is any attempt to take advantage of the 
proviso to evade the spirit of the law, it should be enforced 
to the letter. But where there is plainly no intention of 
violating the law it would not be just to punish fishermen 
if a stray fish happened to be taken in a net that was 
intended to be used strictly in accordance with the law. 
Fishermen should understand, however, that they are run- 
ning a risk of prosecution in such cases, and should be 
careful to avoid all doubt as to their intentions. It is 
greatly to be regretted that the bill correcting numerous 
defects in the general fish law, particularly in regard to 
the fouling of fishing waters and regulating the size of fish 
caught or sold, failed to become a law. The rapid deple- 
tion of the fish in the great lakes demands that something 
be done to check the reckless destruction of one of the 
greatest resources of our State. 

(177.) The game and fish laws are not for the benefit 
of individuals, but for the whole people. They are 
designed to restrict within proper limits the destruction 
of birds, beasts and fish, so that they may continue to 
be be an important source of food supply, and at the 
same time aflford enjoyment for lovers of the rod and 
gun. Any person who takes game or fish out of season 
deprives law-abiding citizens of their rights. In order 
that all may have an equal chance, the law must be 
strictly observed, and it is the duty of all citizens to 
promptly report all violations that come to their notice.
